© H E Lord High Commiſſioner, and Lords of His £Majeſties Privy Council, Conſidering, that by the expreſs Laws and 
Acts of Parliament of this Kingdom, it is Declared to be high Tre1ſon for the Subjects of this Kingdom) or any number of 
them, upon any Pretext or Ground whatſoever, to riſe or co: tinue in Arms, without His MajeSties ſpecial Authority 
and Approbation z and that neverthelels ſome hundreds of Ir:ſþ Papiſts, with ſome Gentle-men and Scots Officers, Ship- 
ed at Craigefergus, Aboard three Men of War, in order to an lovaſion and Deſcent upon the Iſles of this Kingdom, or 
High lands about Lochaber, to joyn with the Vi'count of D«ndee, who, and the Perſons underwritten, have Aſlociat 
themſelves together againſt His Mijefties Authority and Laws, Proteſtant Keligion, and Government of this Kingdom3 viz. Alexander 
Earl of Dumfer mling, Lord Dunkeld, David Haliburton of Pitcurr, Innes of __— Grant of Ballindalloch, 
Gordon of A chanachie, Fullartoun of that IIk, Captain Alexander Byuce, Alexander Leſlie of Bogholm, Lieutenant John 
Cleland of Faskine, Sir Evan Cameron of Lochzeall, Cameron his eldeſt Son, Mcdonnald of Glengarie, Mcdonnald of 
Keapoch, dinart of «&ppin,  Medonnald of Glencoe, Major William Grahame, * Grahame, Brother to the Viſcount of 
Dundee, James Malcolme, Son to the Laird of Balbedie, the Laird of Wiclear, Alexander Mcclear, defigned Commiſſar Mcclear, and 
Meclear: of Lochbuy, the Captain of Clanronnald, William Farquhardſon of Inverray, ard Farquhardſor his Brother, | K innaird 
of Conbir, with ſeveral others: Therefore that ſimple and unwarry People be not inſnared by the ſaids Rebels, and their Emiſſaries, and 
involved 1n their Rebellion ; and to take off ill pretenge of Ignorance or Excuſe, The Lord High Commiſſioner, -and Lords of His Maje- 
ſties Privy Council, in His MajefZies Name and Authority, Dcclare the ſaid Aſſociation, and Aſſembling together of the Viſcount of Dur- 
dee, and Perſons forefaids,to be open and manifeſt Rebellion,and high Treaſon, and that the Authors and Actors in the ſamegand all that . 
ſhall joyn with them, are, and oughr to be Purſued asdeclared Traitors to His Majeſty, and his Authority and Government And the ſaid 
Lord High Commitlioner, and Lords of Privy Council, Do hereby Prohibite and Diſcharge in Name and Authority {orcfaic, any perſon 
or perſons, to Harbour, Reſet, Intercommune wich, Abbet, Aſſiſt, or Supply any of the ſaids Rebels, or to keep Correſpondence with 
them, without Warrant from General-Major Mackay, or other Officer Commanding His MajeiZies Forces in Chief 3 but on the contrary, 
that they do their utmoſt endeavour to Reſiſt, Proſecute, DereR, and Apprehend any of the Perſons above-named, as deſperat and bloo- 
dy Traitors, or any other that have joyned, or ſhall joyn in Rebellion with them; And for their further encouragement, the Lord High 
Commiſſioner, and Lords of Privy Council, do in His Majei#:ies Name and Authority foreſaid, enſure and engage the Sum of Eighteen 
Thouſand Merks, Scots Money, to be effecually payed down, and delivered to any perſon, or perſons, who ſhall apprehend the ſaid 
Jobn Viſcount of Dundee, and (hall deliver him dead or alive, to any of His Majeſties Commanding: O fficers, or Magiſtrats in the place, to- 
gether with an abſolute Indemnity for all Crimes committed before the performance of that Service, and even though the Perſons that ſhall 
apprehend hin, have been in open Rebellion, and Correſpondence with him. And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed 
at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinvureh, and other Head Burghs of the Kingdom. Extracted by me,
